EASTERN RAILROADS. 
Change of of the Six- 
toot Roads Narvéwed, Bie 


Asmiaxb, Ohio, June 5th. 
If I bad time 1 think I could write 
a letter that would interest the rail- 


I never have a minute. There is no 
six-foot guage road now left in this 
Western road was chaoged about 
year ago to fourfegt ten, and it was 
the only one left. The Etje woes the 
most important broad guage built in 
this country, and this road was « 
feeder for it. It was nearly 400 miles 
long. This whole road was changed 
in a few hours, It was lined with 
men from end to ead, and after the 
morning express passed the work be- 
gan. Both rails were moved in go 
that the bridges and water tanks 
would not have to be changed. The 
looumutive boilers were too wide and 
had to be cut down or thrown away. 
The work of narrowing the engines 
was begun a year ahead, and when- 
ever an engine was in the shop 4 new 
boiler was pat in or the old one cut 
down— usually the former. It was 
very nearly equal to building a new 
engine, for there was very little of the 
old machinery serviceable. It was 
expected that the old driving wheels 
could be pressed on further, but it 
was found that they did not answer, 
They were not dished at all, and nar- 
row gauge drivers dish in considera- 
bly. A few pairs were put into the 
planers and cut ont, but that made 
the hubs too thin for general use. Que 
vary interesting point was demonstrat- 
ed. The engines could not pull any 
more narrow cars than they did broad 
ones. All the engineers agree on this. 
They had all heard so many of the 
narrow gauge sophistries that they ex- 
pected to haul more cars, but they 
were disappointed. They did not 
handle the trains any easier at all that 
anyone could see. Several old com- 
panies with solid road beds have been 
laying their track with broken joints 
of late. In a new country this does 
not work well. The cars swing so 
much they break freight up badly. 
and the project was abandoned years 
ago, but seems to be coming in tashion 
again. Wages are pretty good here. 
Engineers get $3 55 per day, firemén 
$1 75 and $2, conductors $2 77, brake- 

men $1 75. Of late years the time 
has been shortened up on all these 
roads, and fares have been 

reduced. During the last tes years 
the loads which freight cars were al- 
lowed to carry have nearly doubled. 

It used to be ten tons. Now it is as 
high as-forty and fiſty. Every ear 
has 4 mark on it showing its capacity. 
This has contributed largely to the 
success of the roads, as the proportion 
of dead weight covered is reduced, 
The roads have improved their tracks 
wonderfully, too, Steel rails are used 
‘and any kind of time up to 50 miles 
en hour can be made alm st —_

Readers of the Gazetre know that 
Sheridan, of Storey, hes 
been accused of stealing $38.
